The Era of Profiteering. 


The revel of high prices goes merrily on after more fliau six 


months from the close of hostilities and no man is wise enough 
to tell when or what the end will be. It does not seem possi- 
ble that the present condition of things can continue indefin- 
itely, but thus far there has been little relief from the excessive 
cost pf';living, and (here is:noiie in sight. There arc more 
increases than reductions in prices in spite of the fact thai the 
country is at peace, that its industries are humming and that 
ihe promise of big crops was never better. 


Perhaps all this is unavoidable, bul there is a widespread 


belief that profiteering is responsible to a large extent. Read- 
ers of tins'paper will recall (hat a few days ago it published an 
account of an automobile party of six persons from this city 
being charged £50 for a Sunday dinner at a Massachusetts 
coast resort,, the bill being presented by the waitress "willva 
smile." 
If (hat was not.profiteering there is no such tiling. 


But people are not obliged to go to crowded resorts for their 


Sunday dinner, and it is not of overcharging at such places 
lhal fliere is such loud and general complaint. The (rouble is 
that the actual necessities of life are held al staggering prices 
six inonlhs after (he close of the war. Coal is still al war prices 
arid-going up.-and most commodities cosl as much, or nearly 
as muchVas they,did al any.time during (he war. 


The belief is general thai there is'no good reason for this 


condition, bullhe question is, what can be or what is'going lo 
be done about il? There has been more or less investigation 
which has amounted to practically nolhing. The Boston City 
Council is now beslirriiig';ilself iimHrying to bring about the 
passage of a law by'the state legislature providing jail sen- 
tences for all persons convicted of profiteering. 
The mem- 


bers point lo the failures of investigations to afford relief and 
are of the opinion .that if conviction were'lo be followed by 
imprisonment a salutary change would be ell'eclcd. 


There are many things which make conviction for this of- 


fense difficult, and for this reason (he penally should be severe 


' when guill is established. "If legislation and law enforcement 
can afford relief il should be forthcoming. 
H is wrong Ihat 


(he people should be robbed under Ihe guise of legilimate 
trade. 


No one is expecting the return of pre-war prices at a jump, 


bill all object, and properly, to the mainlenance of the prcscnl 
infilled prices, which are not based on necessity, bul on the 
desire for inordinate pro fits. The height lo which wages have 
been boosted is undoubtedly partly responsible for the cosl of 
commodities, for wages constitute a large part of Ihe cosl of 
any product. Bul (he main trouble is an evident disposition 
to play (he grab game all along the line, a practice lhal is mak- 
ing life a burden, and which will continue lo do so until by out 
means or anolher a change is brought about. 


The Plains Improvement Society does well to plant trees as 


Whatever 
other memorial may be provided, these trees will serve their 
purpose well/by commemorating the dead while ministering to 
(he'comfort'and pleasure of'thc living. Portsmouth is not the 
first city in which this plan has been adopted, and il is one lo 
be highly commended.
